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Food safety. 
CFIA orders 
XL plant to 
fix more 
problems 

Trouble continues for an 
Alberta meat plant as it tries 
to resume normal processing 
imder the watchful eye of fed¬ 
eral food-safety inspectors. 

The Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency says on 
its website that its staff ob¬ 
served a number of problems 
last week at XL Foods. 

They included meat areas 
that weren’t adequately 
cleaned and a water sanitizer 
that wasn’t maintained at a 
high enough temperature. 

The CFIA says it ordered the 
plant’s managers to take cor¬ 
rective action, which included 
sending potentially contamin¬ 
ated meat for rendering. 

The plant in Brooks was 
closed Sept. 27 due to E. coli- 
contaminated meat that led 
to a massive recall. 

Workers began slaugh¬ 
tering cattle Oct. 29 at the 
plant but there has been no 
word yet on when the beef 
can be sold to retailers or 
consumers. 

“Over the course of the 
first week of operations, the 
CFIA determined that the 
establishment’s overall food- 
safety controls were being 
effectively managed,” the 
agency says on its website. 

“As would be expected in 
a facility that has not been in 
regular operation for some 
time, there have been some 
observations made by CFIA 
that resulted in the CFIA 
issuing new corrective-action 
requests to XL Foods Inc ... 
since the plant reopened.” 

The agency says it also 
requested the company sub¬ 
mit corrective-action plans 
outlining how it will address 
the issues in the longer term 
and mitigate future risks. 

The CFIA says it is still 
waiting on lab results before 
allowing XL Foods to sell 
trim and ground beef from 
the plant, the Canadian press

City administration is recom¬ 
mending the city ease up on 
plans for tougher restrictions 
on body-rub parlours to avoid 
pushing them underground. 

Coimcillors proposed in 
March to prevent the pseudo¬ 
massage parlours from locating 
within 300 metres of schools, 
parks and other areas where 
vulnerable groups gather. 


They also proposed preventing 
body-rub parlours from locat¬ 
ing within 300 metres of other 
parlours. 

Administration is sug¬ 
gesting the city should back 
down from that standard in 
favour of a 100-metre dis¬ 
tance, because it would be 
near impossible to locate a 
body-rub parlour an 3 ^here 
but a few areas. 

“Administration’s concern 
is that reducing the oppor¬ 
tunity for legitimate loca¬ 
tions will lead to prospective 
body-rub-centre businesses 
operating without appropri¬ 
ate zoning or licensing ap¬ 
proval,” reads the report. 

The report points out that 
with a 300-metre separa¬ 
tion distance, new parlours 
could only open up around 


99 Street and the Whitemud 
or near Yellowhead Trail and 
142 Street. 

Coun. Ben Henderson, 
who proposed the separation 
distance, said he is looking 
forward to the discussion, but 
when he proposed the idea 
he didn’t want to drive the 
parlours underground. 

“I don’t believe for a 
second that these things are 
going to go away and the in¬ 
tention was to keep them 
closer to the surface where 
we can keep an eye on them.” 

Henderson said he wanted 
to avoid a concentration of 
the parlours because of the 
problems that would cause. 

“You don’t want to start 
building red-light districts be¬ 
cause that brings other kinds 
of problems with it.”

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Minister eyes incentives for grow-op remediation 


Providing incentives for re¬ 
mediating marijuana grow 
operations could reduce tiieir 
harmful impact, says the prov¬ 
ince’s senior crime-fighting pol¬ 
itician. 

Jonathan Denis, the solicitor 
general and justice minister, is 
finalizing plans for public con¬ 
sultations after hearing repeat¬ 
edly from Alberta police that 
the number of grow-ops is on 
the rise and posing a bigger 
threat to public safety. 

“The problem is getting 
worse, not better,” Denis said. 
“To tackle a problem like this. 


we can’t just simply go and 
slam new legislation down.” 

The province plans to roll 
out its initiative in December, 
with Denis relying on Calgaiy 
MLA Rick Fraser to co-ordinate 
the project. 

Denis said he expects new 
legislative recommendations to 
come from the project, includ¬ 
ing private-sector incentives for 
those willing to tackle homes 
with electrical and mould prob¬ 
lems associated with grow-ops. 

Data provided by the Al¬ 
berta Law Enforcement Re¬ 
sponse Teams do not show an 


upward trend in the number 
of grow-ops busted in Alberta. 
In fact, 2011 marked a five-year 
low. 

But ALERT acting Staff Sgt. 
Paul Wozney said that appar¬ 
ent decline may come down 
to resources. “We only have so 
many police ofl&cers that we 
can assign to this issue.... We ob¬ 
viously have a responsibility to 
address other issues in the com¬ 
munity,” he said, adding that 
he agrees a community-wide 
approach is needed to combat 
drug growers.

As the city takes the first steps 
toward redeveloping the air¬ 
port lands. Mayor Stephen 
Mandel would like to see a 
separate corporation set up to 
fund the surrounding neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

Mandel raised the idea 
last week as city council was 
asked to allocate $14.8 mil¬ 
lion for the early design work 
on the redevelopment of the 
airport lands. The city has also 
allocated $80 million for the 
expropriation of the lands. 

In an interview later. Man- 
del said council has given 
clear direction on what it 
wants and it makes sense to 
expedite the project. 

“People want to see things 
get done,” he said. “Once you 
set the objectives and the dir¬ 
ection, it can go forward.” 

Edmonton is acting as 
the developer of the airport 


lands, which will be known 
as the Blatchford neighbour¬ 
hood when the project is 
completed. City administra¬ 
tion believes the city has the 
expertise for the job. 

“The city has been de¬ 
veloping land for 40 or 50 
years and the city does oper¬ 
ate much the same way as a 
land-development company 
would operate,” said Mark 
Hall, executive director of the 


land services for the city. 

Hall said the city will de¬ 
sign, construct and sell in a 
three-year cycle so it doesn’t 
get ahead of market demand. 
He said the aim is to build a 
financially sustainable de¬ 
velopment, but also an en¬ 
vironmentally and socially 
sustainable one. 

“The financial viability of 
the project is absolutely a part 
of the equation, but it won’t 


be favoured over the environ¬ 
mental sustainability or the 
other social goals,” he said.

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Obama and Romney 
blitz swing states 



Final push. Obama 
leading by a slight 
margin in key states 
after more than 27 
million Americans 
voted in advance of 
Tuesday's election 


U.S. President Barack Obama 
and Republican rival Mitt 
Romney engaged in a fren¬ 
zied cross-country blitz of the 
remaining toss-up states Sun¬ 
day, with both sides predicting 
victory in a race that remains 
too close to call just two days 
before Election Day 

National opinion polls 
showed a race for the popular 
vote in Tuesday’s election to be 
so close that only a statistically 
insignificant point or two sep¬ 
arated the two rivals. 

But the majority of polls 
in the battlegroimd states — 
especially in the Midwestern 
states of Iowa, Wisconsin and 
Ohio — showed Obama with a 
slight advantage, giving him an 
easier path to the 270 electoral 
votes needed for victory. No 
Republican has won the White 
House without carrying Ohio. 

Making his closing case to 
voters Srmday in Des Moines, 
Iowa, Romney pledged, if elect¬ 
ed, to work with Democrats to 
restore the American dream 
and bring the economy roaring 
back to life. 

“We’re Americans. We can 
do an57thing,” Romney said. 
“The only tMng that stands be¬ 
tween us and some of the best 
years we can imagine is a lack 
of leadership — and that’s why 
we have elections.” 

Obama, too, said he is will¬ 
ing to work across party lines 
to break Washington’s grid¬ 
lock, but assured some 14,000 
supporters who gathered in 
Concord, N.H., that he would 
not compromise key Demo¬ 


cratic priorities such as health 
care and college financial aid. 

“I know I look a little bit 
older, but I’ve got a lot of fight 
left in me,” Obama said. “We 
have come too far to turn back 
now. We have come too far to 
let our hearts grow faint. It’s 
time to keep pushing forward.” 

The final national NBC/Wall 
Street Journal Poll, conducted 
from Thursday to Saturday, 
showed Obama getting the 
support of 48 per cent of hkely 
voters, while Romney received 
47 per cent.

Storm victims went to church 
Simday to pray for relief and 
give thanks for their deliver¬ 
ance as cold weather settling 
in across the New York metro¬ 
politan area compoimded 
the misery for people already 
struggling with severe gasoline 
shortages and power outages. 

Himdreds of parishioners 
in parkas, scarves and boots 
packed the pews and stood in 
the aisles for Mass at a chilly 
Church of St. Rose in flood- 
ravaged Belmar, N.J. Firefight¬ 
ers and pohce ofiicers sat in the 
front rows and drew applause. 

With about 700,000 homes 


and businesses in New York 
City, its northern suburbs and 
Long Island still without elec¬ 
tricity six days after the storm. 
New York Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
warned that many homes 
are becoming uninhabitable 
and that tens of thousands of 
people are going to need other 
places to stay. 

More than 900,000 homes 
and businesses in New Jersey 
were stiU without electricity. 

Damage has been estimat¬ 
ed at $50 bilhon US, making 
Sandy the second-most expen¬ 
sive storm in U.S. history.

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Ottawa student escapes 
bomb blast in Syria 




In the span of 10 days, Carle- 
ton University student Yaman 
Marwah went from sipping a 
coffee from a Second Cup in 
downtown Ottawa to escaping 
a barrage of deadly bomb blasts 
in Binnish, Syria. 

The 18-year-old law and eco¬ 
nomics student met with Metro 
on Oct. 23, the day before his 
trip to his home coimtiy with 
his friend Paris A1 Shawff, and 
said he wanted to document his 
humanitarian aid efforts with 
his camera on the front lines 
and show the footage to the 
outside world. 

“There’s a lot of people who 
don’t believe what’s happen¬ 
ing,” said Marwah at the time, 
alluding to conflicting reports 
from Syrian media and other 
news sources. “I have 5,000 
(friends) on Facebook. Once I 
pubhsh things from my own 
camera, my own lens, those 
5,000 people wiU beheve that 
this is actually happening in 
Syria. 

“So once you hear it from 
a person you know personally, 
that’s totily different.” 

Since arriving in Syria on 


Oct. 26, Marwah has been shar¬ 
ing photos on Facebook. 

The most arresting photo is 
the one he took after what hap¬ 
pened to him on Saturday mor¬ 
ning. In a Sl^e interview with 
Metro from Antakia, Turkey, 
Marwah explained how it will 
be a day he will never forget. 

He said he was sitting in 
an Internet cafe looking at his 
photographs on a computer 
when he heard the roar of a 
plane nearby. 

“When we went to the door 
toward the noise of the bombs, 
we were automatically — just 
by the force of the bomb — we 
were thrown away at least a 


metre back,” said Marwah. 

He said the blast was about 
200 metres from where he was 
and he suffered a minor leg in- 
juiy. Binnish was hammered 
by more rocket blasts, he said, 
which left about 15 dead and 50 
injured. 

Reuters reported Saturday’s 
attack in Binnish came from 
government fighter jets.

Bountiful. School in B.C. 
polygamous community

A school in Bountiful, B.C., 
with finks to jailed polygam¬ 
ist leader Warren Jeffs has 
abruptly closed its doors, with 
most of its students now rely¬ 
ing on home-schooling in a 
community that has long been 
accused of using classrooms to 
indoctrinate children rather 
than educate them. 

Bountiful Elementary- 
Secondary School shut down 
without explanation in Sep¬ 
tember, the province’s Edu¬ 
cation Ministry confirms, 
and nearly all of its former 


students are being home- 
schooled. The school, which 
received provincial funding 
for some grade levels, had an 
enrolment of 265 students last 
year. 

Bountiful is a small com¬ 
mune of about 1,000 people 
in southwestern B.C., not far 
from the U.S. border. Resi¬ 
dents follow a fundamentalist 
form of Mormonism, which, 
unhke the mainstream Mor¬ 
mon church, condones po¬ 
lygamy as a tenet of the faith.

Thousands of people have 
rallied against American 
deplo 3 nnent of Osprey 
militaiy aircraft on a 
southern Japanese island 
amid escalating anti-U.S.

Protesters gathered 
Sunday at a Tokyo park 
demanding removal of 
12 MV-22 Osprey hybrid 
aircraft from Okinawa. 
Ospreys were deployed 
in October despite local 
opposition over safety 
concerns following two 
crashes elsewhere. 

They chanted, “Os¬ 
preys out! Marine Corps 
out!” 

Anger is running high 
days after a U.S. airman 
allegedly assaulted a teen¬ 
age boy on Okinawa, just 
two weeks after a curfew 
was imposed on all 52,000 
U.S. troops in Japan after 
the arrest of two navy 
sailors in the alleged rape 
of a local woman. 

More than half of 
the American troops in 
Japan are on Okinawa.

Iran sets up new 
naval base 

Iran’s powerful Revolu- 
tionaiy Guards inaugur¬ 
ated a new naval base on 
Sunday to reinforce Teh¬ 
ran’s authority over three 
Persian Gulf islands also 
claimed by the neighbour¬ 
ing United Arab Emirates, 
Iranian state TV reported. 

The base near the Iran¬ 
ian mainland’s southern 
port of Bandar-e Lengeh 
some 1,100 kilometres 
(700 miles) south of Teh¬ 
ran is the Guards’ fifth in 
the Guff. The Guards’ navy 
chief Gen. Ali Fadavi said 
missile and marine units 
have been deployed there. 

It hes north of the 
Iranian-controlled islands 
of Abu Musa, Greater Tunb 
and Lesser Tunb that dom¬ 
inate the approach to the 
strategic Strait of Hormuz, 
a key waterway through 
which about one-fifth 
of the world’s oil supply 
passes. 

The Revolutionary 
Guard and the U.S. navy 
both patrol the narrow 
waterway, which Iran had 
threatened to choke off 
in retaliation for tougher 
western sanctions over its 
suspected nuclear program. 

Iran took control of 
the Persian Gulf islands in 
1971, after British forces 
left the region. Since 1992, 
the UAE has repeatedly 
claimed the islands.

Snow in the Arctic 
keeps planet cool but 
is losing the fight, says 
Environment Canada 


The spring snow pack in the 
Arctic is disappearing at a 
much faster rate than antici¬ 
pated even by climate-change 
models, says a new study by En¬ 
vironment Canada researchers. 

That has implications for 
wildlife, vegetation and groimd 
temperatures, say the scien¬ 
tists, who looked at four dec¬ 
ades of snow data for the Can¬ 
adian Arctic and beyond. 

Combined with recent news 
that the Arctic sea ice retreated 
to an all-time low this summer, 
it suggests climate change may 
be happening much faster than 
expected, said Dr. Chris Derk- 
sen, a research scientist for En¬ 
vironment Canada and one of 
the study’s authors. 

They studied 40 years of data 
from across the Arctic from 
April to Jime and foimd the de¬ 
cline in spring snow cover was 
actually slightiy faster than the 
decline in sea ice that made 
headlines aroimd the world. 

“It’s important for a number 
of reasons,” Derksen said. 

Not only does snow provide 


a pulse of water when it melts, 
but it has a cooling effect felt 
throughout the Earth, he said. 

The article published in the 
latest Geophysical Research Let¬ 
ters said the changes in the past 
five years — what Derksen cau¬ 
tioned is a very short period of 
time — were “profoimd.”

Going home. Palestinian 
president suggests land 
in Israel is a lost cause 


The Palestinian president has 
set off a strident debate by shat¬ 
tering a once-inviolable taboo, 
publicly suggesting his people 
would have to relinquish claims 
to ancestral homes in Israel. 

Mahmoud Abbas’s com¬ 
ments on the refugee issue, 
made in an interview on Israeli 
TV over the weekend, triggered 
hot responses from Palestinians 
and Israelis alike. 

In Israel, it suddenly put the 
long-sidelined issue of peace 
talks back in the Israeli pubhc’s 
consciousness ahead of parlia¬ 
mentary elections. 

Palestinians have main¬ 
tained for six decades that 
Arabs forced from their homes 
during Israel’s creation, as well 
as their descendants, have the 
right to reclaim their former 
property. 

Israel says a mass return 
of what could be five million 
people would spell its end as 
the Jewish state. Also, Israel re¬ 
jects the concept of a “right of 
return.” 

In the interview, Abbas was 
asked about his birthplace of 
Safed — now a town in north¬ 
ern Israel. He told the inter¬ 
viewer that while he would like 
to visit, he doesn’t claim the 





right to live there. 

“I am a refugee, but I am 
living in Ramall^ (in the West 
Bank). I beheve that the West 
Bank and Gaza is Palestine. And 
the other parts is Israel,” Abbas 
said in English. “I want to see 
Safed. It is my right to see it, but 
not to live there.” 

The comments were widely 
seen as an acknowledgment 
that return of all the refugees 
would be impossible. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu wasn’t im¬ 
pressed, noting that Abbas sub¬ 
sequently backtracked. “No one 
can forfeit the right of return,” 
Abbas told Egypt’s Al-Hayyat TV 
on Saturday, the associated press

Timeworn aircraft 
carrier ends its 
half-century of service 


The world’s first nuclear-pow¬ 
ered aircraft carrier ended its 
remarkable career at sea on 
Simday when it pulled into its 
home port for the final time 
after participating in every 
major conflict since the Cuban 
Missile Crisis of 1962. 

The USS Enterprise began 
shutting down its eight nuclear 
reactors almost as soon as it 
arrived at its pier at Naval Sta¬ 
tion Norfolk in Virginia, where 
thousands welcomed the ship 
home from its 25 th and final 


deployment after nearly eight 
months at sea. The ship will 
never move on its own power 
again and will eventually be 
scrapped in Washington state, 
making its final voyage a senti¬ 
mental one for those who have 
sailed aboard “The Big E.” 

It is the second-oldest ship 
in the navy after the USS Con¬ 
stitution, and its age has fre¬ 
quently shown. 

“She’s just old, so you got 
to work aroimd her,” said Petty 
OfiScer 2nd Class Danielle Al- 
marez. “We have to make our 
own parts sometimes because 
it just doesn’t exist.” 

The navy will deactivate the 
Enterprise on Dec. 1, but it will 
take years for it to be decom¬ 
missioned as its reactors are 
taken out. the associated press

Endangered pay phones prove 
their worth in emergencies 



Telecom. While Sandy 
shows how valuable 
archaic technology can 
be, least-profitable 
booths in Ontario and 
Quebec are threatened 


The events of Superstorm 
Sandy are raising questions 
about the importance of pay 
phones in emergencies, even as 
two of Canada’s largest telecom 
companies say they wiU tear 
out some pubhc telephones im- 
less they are allowed to sharply 
raise prices. 

New Yorkers were forced to 
turn to their neighbourhood’s 
coin-operated phones last week 
as flood waters knocked out 
power and cellphone recep¬ 
tion in areas ravaged by Sandy, 
the massive storm that swept 
across the Eastern Seaboard. 

But a push from Bell Can¬ 
ada and Bell Ahant Inc. could 
make it harder to find those 
pay phones in Canada during 
emergencies. 

Earlier this year, both com¬ 
panies made applications to the 
Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commis¬ 
sion for rate hikes that could 
double the price of a pay-phone 
call. 

Under the submission, they 
are asked for the ability to 
boost the price of a local c^l to 
as much as $1 each, compared 
to the current price of 50 cents. 

Then in September the two 


telecom companies added extra 
pressure to their request by say¬ 
ing that without a rate increase, 
they would be forced to get rid 
of their least-profitable pay 
phones. 

That could mean that up to 
25 per cent of their pay phones 
in Ontario and Quebec would 
disappear if the CRTC doesn’t 
allow them to raise prices. 

When a severe storm hits 
and the power is knocked out, 
suddenly a cellphone is only as 


good as its battery life and re¬ 
ception level. 

Several community groups 
have raised concerns about the 
impact on Canadians if phones 
were to further disappear. 

“We’re asking for a larger 
reassessment of the role of pay 
phones in the communications 
system by the Commission,” 
said John Lawford of the Public 
Interest Advocacy Centre, who 
made a submission to the CRTC 
earlier this year. 


“We do think they have a 
role, and not enough serious 
attention is being paid to the 
issue. It’s being allowed to drift 
because there was an assump¬ 
tion there would be local pay¬ 
phone competition that didn’t 
materialize.” 

Commimity organizations 
have also raised concerns that 
low-income Canadians would 
lose a crucial form of com¬ 
munication.

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Mini vs. full-size: iPad buyers 
weigh the 1.8-inch difference 



Should you go 7.9 or 9.7? It’s 
one of two big questions facing 
indecisive consumers who are 
thinking about buying a new 
iPad but aren’t sure which one 
to choose. 

The new iPad mini, which 
went on sale in Canada on 
Friday, has a 7.9-inch screen, 
versus the 9.7-inch display on 
the newest full-size iPad (that’s 
about 20 and 24.6 centimetres 
for metric-system sticklers). 

The other magic number 
to consider is 170 — as in 
the price difference between 
an iPad mini and a similarly 
equipped version of the latest 
large-sized iPad. 

On the low end, a WiFi-only 
16-gigab34e iPad mini is $329, 
versus $499 for the big iPad. 
The most expensive 64-giga- 
b34:e iPad mini — out later this 
month — is WiFi and mobile- 
network-ready. It’ll go for 
$659, while the latest upgrade 
of the iPad with the same specs 
goes for $829. 

So is it worth an extra $170 
for the larger iPad? Or put an¬ 
other way, will price-conscious 


buyers regret not spending the 
extra $170 if they go with the 
cheaper iPad mini? 

The iPad mini’s smaller 
screen brings down its cost 
and Apple also saved a few 
bucks by sacrificing a bit of 
screen quality. 

Text on the iPad mini has 
some clear raggedness aroimd 
the edges. But it may not be 
apparent to many users un¬ 
less they’re doing a side-by-side 


comparison with a larger iPad 
or another tablet with better 
screen resolution. 

The iPad mini weighs in at 
about .68 pounds to the 1.44 
pounds of the newest WiFi- 
only iPad. It doesn’t sound like 
a lot but the weight difference 
makes it far more comfortable 
to hold one-handed for long 
stretches of time. The smaller 
format also makes it easier to

Sally Field didn’t have any 
rehearsal time for Lincoln, in 
which she plays Mary Todd 
Lincoln opposite fellow Os- 
car-winner Daniel Day-Lewis’ 
Honest Abe. Luckily, the pair 
had another way to develop 
the rapport and sense of in¬ 
timacy necessary to portray 
the long-married couple: text 
messaging. In character. 

You and Daniel Day-Lewis 
would text each other, in 
character, before and during 
production? 

I actually kept all the texts. I 
printed them up, I will keep 
them forever. They were 
breathtakingly wonderful 
and important to me because 
he kept doing it throughout 
the whole filming. He would 


write me after I’d done big 
scenes. It meant so much to 
me, and I will never reveal 
it. I will never reveal what 
they are. They are mine, they 
belong to me — a little like 
what Mary Todd felt about 
Mr. Lincoln. She burnt many 
of his letters. “He belongs to 
me.” And that relationship 
belongs to me and I will 
never share it. But I will talk 
about the texts. It was so 
wonderful and so funny, a 
lot of it. And so concise. You 
know, we were texting, but 
as precisely Mr. Lincoln and 
precisely Mary Todd as we 
could manage. In the middle 
of last summer, he took to 
sending me limericks, and I 
would answer him by being 
critical. You know, “Is this 
the way you spend your 
time?” And criticize his lack 
of intelligence and his use of 
language (laughs). 

It seems daunting to apply 
that manner of language to 
typing with your thumbs on 
a phone. 

Yeah. It was really hard to do. 
It was helped by the fact that 
I was in the midst of research 
myself, so I was reading all 
these letters that were written 


of the feehng of the time. 

The way they used language 
was incredible. And also 
[screenwriter] Tony [Kushnerj’s 
words were aheady being 
imprinted on my head, so I 
had some sense of the use of 
the language, and it was really 
a challenge much of the time 
to say what I wanted to say 
and not lose how it is that it 
should be said or it would be 
said at the time. 

Have you ever done any¬ 
thing like that with a co-star 
before? 

You know, I have never done 
a role that’s this intense and 
emotional and connected 
to one human being and 
never have any rehearsal. 

We never had any rehearsal. 
So many of the scenes that 
you see between Mary and 
Mr. Lincoln are literally walk 
on set and do it. And do very 
few takes. But we had done 
so much work, he and I, and 
I think we both have enough 
miles in the saddle, and the 
bubble that was created for 
us by Steven [Spielberg] and 
by him to stay immersed in 
this world, it made it very 
interesting and very chal¬ 
lenging — but in a good way 


— to work. The difficulty is 
owning the language. It’s so 
difficult to say. 

It must be nice being one of 
the few people in this tilm 
that doesn’t have to worry 
about outlandish facial hair. 

No, but I had to worry about 
other things, like gaining 
weight. 

You’ve mentioned Lincoln 
was very critical of Mary 
Todd, particularly about her 
weight. 

Yes. He would always tease 
her about that. But he would 
do it with a sense of humour. 
It’s in one of the letters. 

She would always threaten 
him that she was going to 
go and find another beau, 
even when they’d been mar¬ 
ried a long time. She would 
always dig it into him, and 
he said, “Have you weighed 
yourself?” It’s in one of the 
letters. When I did this role, 

I gained 25 pounds. It was 
really important to me to 
get some of that girth. So we 
didn’t pad an 3 fthing. 

You look fantastic now. 

I haven’t eaten since 
(laughs). 


Modern twist 


Texts from Lincoln. As 
Sally Field explained to 
Metro, she developed 
and maintained her 
relationship with 
Daniel Day-Lewis while 
portraying Abraham 
and Mary Todd Lincoln 
by text messaging each 
other in character. Of 
course, Field has vowed 
to keep the texts to her¬ 
self, but she did give us 
a taste of one such mes¬ 
sage, sent shortly before 
Day-Lewis began filming: 
"I know that the task 
before you is an enor¬ 
mous one, but my task is 
you. And that is my sole 
task. And so therefore 
I will be on your porch 
tomorrow.

Salman Rushdie was only 34 
when he won the Booker Prize 
for his novel Midnight’s Chil¬ 
dren. That was m 1981. Twenty 
seven years later, over a din¬ 
ner with his fihnmaker friend 
Deepa Mehta, he got to talk¬ 
ing about movie rights to his 
storied novel. 

Right there, Mehta asked to 
buy the rights. He sold them to 
her for $1. 

And so began a collabora¬ 
tion culminating m the release 
of the film adaptation of his 
book, which opens in theatres 
this Friday. 

Midnight’s Children fol¬ 
lows its hero Saleem Sinai, who 
was bom at midnight on Aug. 


15, 1947, the day of India’s iu- 
dependence from the British 
Raj. Sinai and other children 
bom at this time are gifted with 
magic powers and as Sinai ma¬ 
tures, his life parallels the grow¬ 
ing pains of a newly independ¬ 


ent India. 

Rushdie had the difficult 
task of paring down his hefty 
500-page novel into a screen¬ 
play that would be palatable for 
moviegoers. 

To take a stoiy that spans 


the history of India from 1917 
to 1977 and compress it into a 
148-niinute film required some 
serious editing. “In the end, 
you have to ask yourself over 
and over again what is the es¬ 
sential stoiy. It’s finding a way

Filming 


When most hear the name 
Salman Rushdie, they 
automatically associate it 
with fatwa. Iran’s Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini issued 
a fatwa, or mling accord¬ 
ing to Islamic law, against 
Rushdie in 1988 following 
the publication of Rushdie’s 
novel The Satanic Verses. 
Khomeini’s fatwa ordered for 
Rushdie’s execution and sub¬ 
sequently the author went 
into hiding. Today, Rushdie 
says he rarely feels the effects 


of telling the stoiy in the most 
compact way and then just hav¬ 
ing the faith that other things 
like the cinematography, the 
costumes, the actual perform¬ 
ances, wiU add back a lot of 
what you’ve taken out,” says 
Rushdie. 

Wrestling with a stoiy he 
had written nearly 30 years ago 


of the fatwa. However, while 
filming Midnight’s Children 
in Sri Lanka, production 
was shut down for two days 
because of issues with the 
Iranian foreign ministiy. 
“We’re not exactly clear 
what happened,” he says, 
speculating that someone in 
Iran’s foreign ministry told 
the Sri Lankan ambassador 
they disapproved of the film¬ 
ing. According to Rushdie, 
the moment the Sri Lankan 
president was notified pro¬ 
duction was shut down, he 
overturned it and they were 
able to resume work. 


proved an interesting experi¬ 
ence for Rushdie as well. 

“When I started writing 
Midnight’s Children, I was 28 
years old. It’s almost a differ¬ 
ent person who wrote it. Now 
I’m 65. It was like having an 
argument with your younger 
self on how to tell the story,” 
he says.

Midnight’s Children. 

Director asked Booker 
prize winner for movie 
rights to beloved book

In 2008, a year after Deepa Me¬ 
hta’s film Water was nominat¬ 
ed for an Oscar for Best Foreign 
Language Film, she teamed up 
with Salman Rushdie to de¬ 
velop a movie from one of his 
novels. 

“To this day, I have no clue 
what made me turn around to 
him and say, ‘Hey Salman, who 
has the rights to Midnight’s 
Children?,”’ she says. 

As soon as Rushdie agreed 
to sign over the option to one 
of his best-known books, a 
door-stopping epic about Sa- 
leem Sinai, a Zelig-like char¬ 
acter whose remarkable life 
was inextricably linked to 


India’s transition from British 
colonialism to independence 
and the partition of India, she 
was panicked, but only for a 
moment. 

“I said, ‘O God, what have 
I done?’ Ever 3 ^hing went 
through my mind at the same 
time; iconic book, iconic writer, 
Booker of the Booker, everyone 
knows it in the world, mil¬ 
lions of readers ... what have 
I done? Then that just left. All 
that doubt just left and I was 
thrilled.” 

Saleem’s (Satya Bhabha) 
journey begins when he is bom 
at the stroke of midnight, Aug. 
14, 1947, the precise moment 
India divided. He is one of the 
happy children “of the glorious 
hour,” joining an elite group of 
kids who share his birthday, 
including Shiva of the Knees, 
Saleem’s adversary and Parvati- 
the-witch. 

Unfortunately for him, he 
can only see and hear them as 
visions in his head. His extra¬ 
sensory ability, giant nose 
and questions about parent-

age make him an outcast in 
his own family. As he grows 
up, he becomes a soldier, suf¬ 
fers amnesia, lives in exile, 
survives a “cleansing” of the 
Jama Masjid slum, is held as 
a political prisoner and recon¬ 
nects with some of the Mid¬ 
night’s Children. 

“It’s basically a coming of 
age stoiy,” says Mehta, who 
shot the film in 651 different 
locations in Sri Lanka over 69 
days, “which is what attracted 
me to the book for years. It’s a 
stoiy of searching for family. 
It’s about love, about finding 
a home and how sometimes 
bloodlines aren’t the only 
things that unite us.”

New Album. Alberta 
outfit’s latest offering, 
Roll, is something 
that ‘had to be done’ 
according to lead 
singer Brad Mates 


Emerson Drive says it’s tak¬ 
ing a different direction and 
pushing the edge with its new 
album Roll. The five-member 
band, originally from Grand 
Prairie, Alta., released its fifth 
album Oct. 30 and lead singer 
Brad Mates is curious to see if 
fans will get on board. 

“Knowing that we have 
a few years under our belt 
now, the last thing that we 
wanted was just to go back in 
the studio and make another 
album that wasn’t, 1 guess, 
fine-tuned,” Mates said in an 
interview from Nashville. 

“When I say that, it mostly 
has to do with the musical 
sound of what you’re hear¬ 
ing now compared to stuff 
before. I think we’re kind of 
pushing the edge musically 
when it comes to the sound of 
this album and 1 think you’re 
hearing more of what we were 
kind of going after for certain 
songs over the last 10, 11 
years.” 

“I really feel like this is 
probably the first album that 
we’ve done where I really feel 
like it’s a full, complete Emer¬ 
son Drive record. It’s got dif¬ 
ferent d37namics to it.” 

For starters, the band has 
written all but one of the 11 


songs on Roll themselves. 
It’s the most songs they’ve 
penned for an album. 

The first single. She’s My 
Kind of Crazy, quickly climbed 
country music charts. Mates 
joked that it was inspired by 
his wife. Mates, along with 
Emerson Drive guitarist and 
background vocalist Danick 
Dupelle, wrote the second 
single. Let it Roll, with Chris 
Thorsteinson and Dave Wasy- 
liw of Winnipeg-based Doc 
Walker. 

With lines like “Learning 
songs in the basement” and 
“A million miles out the win¬ 
dow,” Mates says Let it Roll 
is a reflection of the band’s 
journey through the music 
business and, literally, life on 
the road. 

Emerson Drive and Doc 
Walker have frequently gone 
head-to-head at the Canadian 
Country Music Association 
Awards. In 2007 for instance. 
Doc Walker won album of the 
year, while Emerson Drive 
took home trophies for single 
of the year for Moments and 
group of the year. But they’ll 
hit the road together for a 
tour in 2013. 

Mates said a collabora¬ 
tion just made sense because 
they’ve been friends for 16 
years. 

“Every time we see the 
Doc guys, it’s a good friend¬ 
ship that’s been built over the 
years,” said Mates. 

“I think we have a lot in 
common with how our bands 
started out, the steps that we 
took to get to where we’re at 
today and I think there’s a lot

of respect between all of us 
when it comes to that.” 

Mates also said some of the 
other songs on Roll may be a 
little bit darker than in the 
past. 

But Emerson Drive didn’t 
want to play it safe and stick 
to what Mates said people 
think of as the “parameters” 
of country music. Roll is Emer¬ 
son Drive, but with a little 
rock blended in. 

“That was the goal to either 
have people go ‘Wow, this is 
really great and it’s different’ 
or people go ‘I don’t know,”’ 
said Mates. 

“Either way you look at it, 
an artist has to go through 
that in their career where they 
make an album...trying to get 
100 per cent of what repre¬ 
sents the group. And a lot of 
times you either win big or it’s 
just one of those albums that 
becomes kind of a dark horse 
in your career, but still has a 
spot that you look back on 
that’s important. 

“I feel like this is a record 
that had to be made and either 
way, if it wins or if it is just one 
of those that kind of stays back 
in the shadows, I think that 
again, it had to be done that

Toddlers are incredible be¬

Are there real risks to colouring 
your hair if you’re expecting?

Is hair dye harmful to your 
developing baby? There is a 
lot of rumour, a lot of urban 
m34h and a lot of confusion out 
there. 

First thing to know: There 
is very limited absorption of 
the chemicals used in hair dye 
through your skin. This is true, 
unless you have bums or open 
sores on your scalp. Or unless 


you’re eating it. 

Motherisk — the gold-stan¬ 
dard source for pregnancy-re¬ 
lated information — reviewed 
25 studies on the subject of hair 
treatments and pregnancy, and 
concluded that hair treatments 
are “unlikely to cause adverse 
fetal effects.” 

There are no known or 
identified risks or birth defects 
that have been linked to hair 
chemicals, and “for the average 
pregnant woman, receiving 
hair treatments three to four 


times during pregnancy does 
not appear to increase risk of 
adverse effects on the fetus.” 

There are studies that look 
at hairdressers themselves: A 
population that is exposed to 
hair chemicals on a more or 
less daily basis. 

One such study compared 
550 hairdressers to a control 
group of women never ex¬ 
posed, and they found “no 
statistically significant differ¬ 
ences in fetal loss, preterm 
birth, small for gestational- 



age babies, congenital mal¬ 
formations, or achievement 
of developmental milestones 
among their children.” 

All of this is extremely re¬ 
assuring. Years of experience 
and observation, coupled with 
the existing research, tells us 
that there is no cause for con¬ 
cern. 


Bottom line: Colouring your 
hair when you are pregnant is 
considered safe. Of course the 
thing about research is that 
there’s always new stuff com¬ 
ing to light. Although this is 
how things look right now, I 
cannot promise that we will 
never And any data that con¬ 
tradicts the basic position that 
colouring your hair is safe. 

So what to do? You have to 
weigh things for yourself. It’s 
important to feel good about 
yourself when you’re pregnant. 
Maybe, for you, that means 
taking particular care of your 
appearance and colouring your 
hair. Maybe for you that means 
not having to worry about a po¬ 
tential, unknown risk. It has to 
be up to you.

It’s Movember — a combina¬ 
tion of moustache and November 
— a time when men grow a mous¬ 
tache during the whole month of 
November. 

By doing so, you participate in 
an awareness campaign against 
males’ most pressing health 
issues, notably prostate cancer. 

The worldwide campaign cul¬ 
minates in a multitude of fund¬ 
raising parties, with proceedings 
going to programmes dedicated 
to fighting against prostate cancer 


and males’ mental health. 

Participation in Movember re¬ 
quires a guy to register for the 
campaign, with a completely 
shaved face starting on November 
1 . 

The ultimate objective is to in¬ 
still, throughout the month, dis¬ 
cussions in all walks of life about 
the often ignored issues facing 
males’ health. 

Since its inception in 2004, 
Movember activities have spread 
around the world. Canada joined 
the movement in 2007 and this 
year such activities will be held in 
21 countries. 

In 2011, as many as 854,000 
Canadians participated, raising 
$125.7 million for the Movember 
Foundation.

So it’s Movember, the month to 
grow moustaches and fight prostate 
cancer. And you are a female. Doesn’t 
really concern you, does it? 

WeU, yes actually. There are ways 
women can also play a role, and a 
vital one at that, during the Movem¬ 
ber campaign. 

“Just because you can’t grow a 
moustache doesn’t mean you can’t 
have a life-saving conversation, create 
awareness and contribute to a great 
cause,” said Angela McNally of To¬ 
ronto, who has been a Mo Sista since 
2010 and currently sits on its Toronto 
committee. “Standing behind this 



cause shows you are passionate to 
see a change in men’s Health.” 

Mo Sistas play a crucial role 
during the campaign by acting as 
team captains, recruiting others to 
join, sparking conversations, lending 
support to Mo Bros who grow mous¬ 
taches and raising gener^ awareness 
for the importance of men’s health, 
said Pete Mbombaci, director for 
Movember Canada. 

There we more than 16,000 
registered Mo Sistas last year. They 
have formed regional committees in 
Toronto, Calgaiy and Montreal.

Movember expands scope to 
include mental health issues 



In the spirit of continuing to address 
crucial issues that affect men’s health, 
Movember has expanded its scope of 
campaign to include males’ mental 
health. 

Mental health problems affect 
3.4 million Canadian males each 
year, said Pete Mbombaci, national 
director of Movember Canada, as 
he explained the reasons why the 
movement decided this year to in¬ 
clude mental health in its campaign 
activities. In other words, one-in- 
five Canadian men is affected by men¬ 
tal health issues. This trend raises the 
rate of suicide among men. Despite the 
lower cases of depression reported, it 
has emerged that four out five suicides 
among yoimg Canadian people are 
committed by men. These alarming 
numbers are what prompted the Mov¬ 
ember foimdation to include mental 
health in its awareness campaign this 
year, Mbombaci said. 

“This is an important step in the 
evolution of Movember as we’re able 
to continue to address critical men’s 
health issues,” he said, adding that the 
goal is to get people to have discus¬ 
sions about it to reduce stigma and dis¬ 
crimination associated with it. 

Movember intends to partner with 
other existing organizations in the 


mental health field to form an industry 
think tank that will possibly convene 
in January to address key areas where 
fimding is needed. Once decided, men¬ 
tal health organizations across Canada 
will be able to apply for fimding for 
projects in the given priority areas, 
Pete added. 

At the Canadian Mental Health As¬ 
sociation (CMHA), they’ve welcomed 
this Movember initiative, in as far as it 
will help men take recognition of men¬ 
tal health’s severity. 

“Many men don’t beheve they 
are susceptible to depression for ex¬ 


ample,” said Peter Coleridge, national 
CEO of CMHA. He said that, just like 
prostate cancer, men’s ment^ health 
issues are not spoken about among 
people, yet this is “the second largest 
threat to men’s health after accidents.” 

“We encourage all Canadians to 
maintain and improve their mental 
health, and seek support and help 
when needed,” he said. 

Peter said the Movember campaign 
will help direct males to resources 
available to them at CMHA and other 
health organizations across the coun¬ 
try.

What do you do when you are 
hankering for blueberry muf¬ 
fins, but don’t have a mufiin 
pan handy? WeU, you can cook 
them the same as you would 
pancake batter, in a slriUet, 
using the mufiin batter. 

V^y not just make blue- 
beny pancakes? To answer 
that, look at the difierences 
between pancake and mufiin 
batters.

Cynthia Baron directs the 
master of professional stud¬ 
ies in digital media program 
at Northeastern University 
in Boston, Mass. Like most 
graduate degrees of this 
kind, the Northeastern pro¬ 
gram only emerged in the 
past few years.

NHL. No. 2 men from 
league and players’ 
union have 'frank 
discussion,’ pave way 
for bargaining sessions 
to resume 


The conversation is flowing 
again between the NHL and 
NHL Players’ Association. 

A marathon meeting be¬ 
tween deputy commissioner 


Bill Daly and NHLPA special 
counsel Steve Fehr stretched 
from Saturday afternoon 
into the early hours of Sun¬ 
day morning, and was fol¬ 
lowed by some encouraging 
news: The sides expect to re¬ 
turn to the bargaining table 
again soon. 

“We met on and off for 
most of the day and covered 
a lot of ground,” Daly told 
The Canadian Press via e- 
mail. “We plan to meet again 
early in the week.” 

Daly and Fehr got togeth¬ 


er at an undisclosed loca¬ 
tion in an effort to shield 
themselves from the media 
spotlight and start finding a 
way forward in negotiations. 
The session included “good, 
frank discussion on the most 
important issues separating 
us,” according to Daly. 

It represented a signifi¬ 
cant departure in protocol 
from the last few months, 
when the parties rarely sat 
down together for more than 
an hour or two at a time. 
The meeting was also unique 


because it included just the 
No. 2 men from the league 
and union, perhaps offering 
a harbinger of better times 
ahead (Daly and former 
NHLPA deputy Ted Saskin 
laid the groundwork for the 
deal that ended the 2004-05 
lockout). 

There was certainly a 
positive feeling in the air 
afterwards, with Fehr sa 5 dng 
in a statement that he agreed 
with how Daly summed up 
the session. 

“Hopefully we can con¬ 


tinue the dialogue, expand 
the group, and make steady 
progress,” added Fehr. 

There had been no signs 
of progress since the sides 
last met in mid-October. In 
fact, the news had all been 
negative, with a deadline to 
salvage an 82-game season 
passing, the NHL calling off 
all games through Nov. 30 
and an announcement Friday

They made t±ieir Toronto debut 
against the Edmonton Eskimos 
so it only figures Ricky Ray and 
Jason Barnes would play their 
first playoff game with the 
Argonauts against their former 
team. 

Toronto (9-9) will host Ed¬ 
monton (7-11) in the East Div¬ 
ision semifinal Sunday at Rog¬ 
ers Centre. The Argos earned 
the right to host the contest 
by finishing second in the con¬ 
ference, while Edmonton was 
third in the West but captured 
the crossover berth after post¬ 
ing a better record than the 
Hamilton Tiger-Cats and Win¬ 
nipeg Blue Bombers. 

“The way the season has 
been kind of been coming 
down, you knew there was 
a high probabihty of play¬ 
ing them,” Ray said following 
practice Sunday. “1 don’t play 
better by playing with a chip 
on my shoulder, so for me 
I’m preparing like it’s another 
game.” 

But the irony of the play¬ 
off matchup wasn’t lost upon 
Barnes. 

“1 don’t know who wrote 
that script,” he said with a 
chuckle. “I’m just looking for¬ 


ward to the challenge. 

“They got us twice this year 
and I’m definitely looldng for 
some payback.” 

Toronto made huge head- 
hnes last December after ac¬ 
quiring Ray from Edmonton 
for journeyman quarterback 
Stephen Jyles, Canadian Idcker 
Grant Shaw and the second 
pick of the 2012 CFL Canadian 
college draft. 

Then in the off-season, To¬ 
ronto signed Barnes as a free 
agent. The slotback spent three 
seasons in Edmonton and was 
twice released by the club. 

Ray struggled early ad¬ 
justing to head coach Scott 
Milanovich’s offence, but still 
threw for 4,059 yards this sea¬ 
son, the seventh time in his 
10-year CFL career he has sur¬ 
passed the 4,000-yard plateau. 

But Edmonton took advan¬ 
tage of Ray’s early struggles 
to sweep the season series 
with Toronto 2-0. The Eskimos 
opened the 2012 campaign 
with a 19-15 home win June 30 
before downing the Argos 26- 
17 at Rogers Centre on Aug. 27. 

Ray was a combined 52-of- 
77 passing against the Eskimos 
for 549 yards and two TDs, but 
threw two interceptions in 
the second defeat. Barnes had 
six catches for 73 yards in the 
two games but only two for 14 
yards in the second matchup.
